Would Expel Red Leaders 
The union, now unaffiliated, was 
expelled by the CIO in 1950 on 
the ground that it followed the 
Com m unist party line 
The subcom m ittee report exhort­

“rid itself of its present leader­ 
ship” and called for a federal law 
to: 
I. Bar Com munists from hold­ 
ing office in or being employed bv 
any labor organization.

Charge Record Incomplete 
M cCarran introduced such a bill 
in the last Congress but it died 
in a judiciary subcommittee.

Snappy mornings in early win­ 
ter bring 
farm 
butchering 
plans 
to 
the 
front 
And 
with 
this 
im portant event at hand, em p h a­ 
sis is needed on a few essential 
steps in handling m eat to prom ote 
high quality and insure m axim um 
consum er safety. H ere are a few 
tim ely suggestions: 
There are two m ain methods of 
curing pork—dry cure and brine 


cure. 
The 
erroneous 
idea 
that 
there is a third, called the "su g ar 
cu re ,” leads m a n y read ers to ask 
the editor for details. Sugar m ay 


be used in conjunction with either 
the dry or brine cure. It is not a 
sep arate method. 
Persons 
who 
have 
hogs 
to 
slaughter and who are not entire­ 
ly clear on these two phases of 
curing m e at should w rite the edi­ 
tor at once to ask all the ques­ 
tions necessary. Merely enclose a 
stam ped envelope for an Im m e­ 
diate personal reply. E very p e r ­ 
son should have such needed in­ 
form ation at hand before butcher­ 
ing. 
Choose a cold, dry day for the 
work. Home curing of m e at is an 
actual race between absorption of 
salt to preserve the cuts and the 
entrance of spoilage bacteria. With 
a fairly low 
tem p eratu re on his 
side the butcher m a y quite easily 
win the race. 
C arcasses should be split 
and 
the leaf fat rem oved im m ediately 
after dressing in order to hasten 


cooling. The sooner anim al heat 
is dissipated from the m eat the 
lewder dangers of spoilage. 


Meat should be cut up tile sam e 


day the anim als are slaughtered 
and chiled over night in a room 
where

tem p eratu re

around 36 to 50 degrees F 
There is but one preservative for

home use — salt. Smoking along 
WMH not preserve it 
None of the 
other advised steps is a substitute 
for 
the 
absorption 
of 
sufficient 
salt to drive out and keep out the 
tiny organism s that cause decay. 
Here is a lineup of curing m a ­ 
terials: Salt to preserve; sugar to 
m ake a m ilder cure; 
pepper, if 
desired, for seasoning; 
saltpeter 
m ainly to improve the red color­ 
ing of lean m eats. 
Pork that is to be smoked m ay 
be cured 
by either 
the dry or 
brine 
method. 
Both

widely 
popular although R seem s certain 
that farm ers in general prefer the 
dry cure method for bacon cuts,

.some of the tastiest bacon we have 
ever eaten was brine cured. 
There Is an easy tendency to 
over-salt pork

mended for dry curing IOO pounds 
of pork, with 21* pounds of sugar 
added if a sugar-cure Is desired.

Lighter bacon cuts m ay be cured 
in a m ilder solution m ade by use 
of 5 't gallons of water.
